Secondly, the gasoline tax may be | 


deducted in all cases where it is 
a “consumers’. tax’’ under the state 
law, but not where it is specifically 
enacted as a “distributors’ tax.” 

Third, the interest money bor- 
rowed for the purchase of an au- 
tomobile is deductible, irrespective 
of whether the car is used for 
business purposes or for pleasure. 
If the taxpayer keeps his accounts 
on a cash basis such interest will 
be deductible only for the year in 
which it is paid. If accounts are 
kept on accrual basis, interest may 
be deducted as it accrues. 


Fourth, if a passenger car is used | 


wholly for business purposes, all ex- 


penses incident to maintenance, in- | 


cluding depreciation at the rate of

Chicago, Feb. 8.—In view of the 
program in the automobile indus- 
try for an increased output of 
motor cars this year, officials of 
Stewart-Warner look forward to 
a continuation of good business in 
the early part of 1928 at least. 

All divisions of Stewart-Warner 
Speedometer Corporation are being 
rushed with orders, and in some 
departments twenty-four-hour work, 
seven days a week, is being carried 
on in an effort to catch up with 
business already placed. In the 
bumper line, particularly, the com- 
pany is behind, notwithstanding in- 
creased operations. , 

The bumper division is producing 
1,300 bumpers daily and it is 
planned to build the production up 
to 3,000 bumpers a day in the near 
future.

AUSTRALIA 

Sydney.—Automotive trend dur- 
ing the past year has been disap- 
pointing and, while it will prob- 
ably approximate the total of the 
previous year, it is not believed that 
much improvement will be shown 
during 1928. Motor car trade is 
generally pessimistic likewise in re- 
gard to motor cycles. Gain in the 
British percentage of motor cycles is 
anticipated owing to the duty. It is 
believed that improvement will be 
shown in truck sales during the 
present year. Repossession of mo- 
tors by finance companies has in- 
creased slightly and victorian credit 
moratorium including motor time 
payments causing apprehension. 


COSTA RICA 


San Jose.—Tourists and travelers 
who bring their automobiles into 
Costa Rica for private use and for 
reshipment are exempted from pay- 
ment of other import duties except 
wharfage fees under the following 
regulations, established by a decree 
of November 24, 1927. The passen- 
ger, owner or his agent must re- 
quest customs clearance and deposit 
the amount of the duty regularly 
levied, the deposit to be made in 
cash or with good guarantee, and 
obtain from the customs officials 
a copy of the document which 
should be attached to the request 
for reshipment in order to obtain 
the return of the duties paid or the 
cancellation of the guarantee or 
bond. This concession may be en- 
joyed for thirty days, after which 
time, unless an extension has been 
requested and granted, the payment 
of duties is considered final. 


CZECHO-SLOVAKIA 

Prague.—The number of passen- 
ger cars in the city of Prague in- 
creased from 3,83 at the beginning 
of 1927 to 5,488 eleven months later. 
Registration of commercial cars 
showed a gain of 365 over the figure 
1,215, recorded at the first of the 
year. Motor cycles increased from 
1,773 to 2,341 during the same 
period. 

Prague.—It is reported that local 
automobile manufacturers will 
strongly oppose any effort France 











may make to have the Czecho- 
Slovak duty reduced on motor ve- | 
hicles. Manufacturers state that | 
tariff reduction must be on a basis | 
of reciprocity. It seems probable 
that serious difficulty will be en- 
countered in dealing with-automo- 
bile tariffs in the impending Fran- 
co-Czecho-Slovak treaty negotia- 
tions.

The entire plant at Spandau 
has been reorganized and enlarged 
and the conveyor system of manu- 
facture and assembly has been gen- 
erally introduced. The daily out- 
put of motor cycles is now between 
50 and 60. 


NEW ZEALAND 


Wellington.—December _ registra- 
tions of passenger cars numbered 
1,629, and,commercial vehicles, 295, 
of which number the American per- 
centage is 81.9 per cent. and 76.9 
per cent., respectively. 


PHILIPPINE ISLANDS 


Manila.—The number of automo- 
tive imports during December were 
as follows: 211 passenger cars, value 
282,000 pesos; 60 trucks, value, 69,000 
pesos; 27 motor cycles, value 16,000 
pesos, parts and accessories, value 
159,000 penos. 


CANADA 
Montreal.—In a recent address

PANAMA 


Panama.—-A decree, signed by the 
President of the Republic and ef- 
fective January 1, regulates auto- 
mobile traffic throughout the coun- 
try and establishes a national §li- 
cense tag, doing away with the 
municipal license plates. 


SPAIN 


Madrid.—The government has is- 
sued a royal order regarding the 
initial date when the license on 
newly acquired cars begins to accrue. 
In the case of newly acquired cars, 
the license shall be liquidated on 
the basis of months, beginning with 
the first of the month in which the 
car is acquired. When discrepencies 
appear as to the correctness of the 
date submitted, the payment will 
be required for the whole semester 
as a penalty. When automobiles are 
purchased on the installment plan, 
the date for the commencement of 
the period for license payment shall 
be the first of the month in which 
the first payment is made. When an 
| automobile is imported or introduced 
| into Spain directly by the purchaser, 
| the license payment will cover the 
| period from the first of the month 
if the customs duties are satisfactory.

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General Line Jobbers Can Handle 


Service Parts at 


Generous Profit 


With Large Potential Market Ahead 


HAT more general line jobbers will handle service parts 
and develop merchandising and service to a high degree 

is the prediction of a man who is not only in close touch 
with the jobbers but with service in its various ramifi- 


cations. 

That there is a petential mar- 
ket for parts is indicated by the 
statement that there are over 40,- 
000 repair shops, service stations 
and garages with no affiliations 
with the car and truck manufac- 
turer, and who, because of a lack 
of any or a suitable discount from 
the car maker’s representative, 
buys from the parts jobber. 

Can the general-line jobber han- 
dle service parts at a profit? The 
answer is in the affirmative, pro- 
vided the jobber analyzes his mar- 
ket, stocks carefully and merchan- 
dises intelligently. 

These contentions are sustained 
by a survey made among a_certain 
number of parts jobbers in a dozen 
states. The following are some 
high spots:— 

Over 80 per cent. of ‘the gross 
business was service parts and the 
inventory was $85,000 and the 
average turnover practically three 
times. 

The average gross profit was 33 
per cent. and the average net 9 
per cent. About 13 per cent. of 
gross was retail sales. The aver- 
age overhead percentage was 24. 

The discount given the trade 
ran from 25 to 331-3 per cent. 
and 94 per cent. employed a vari- 
able discount based on quantities. 

Nearly 27 per cent. of the gross 
sales were to car dealers and truck 
dealers. 

Fleet owners averaged 17 per 
cent. of the gross sales, and 52 
per cent. was made to the inde- 
pendent shops ana garages. 

The average potential accounts 
per territory was 1,953, of which 
1,042 were sold, and the average 
miles, radius was 70. 

Due to some of the jobbers also 
handling shop equipment items 
the average unit sales was over $6. 

It develops that the parts jobber 
who is building volume is the jobber 
who is co-operating with his cus- 
tomers by assisting in installing the 
flat rate when the shops were in- 
terested in this plan and by helping 
the service stations so arrange their 
layouts as to increase efficiency and 
production. 

In connection with this work it 
is interesting to note that salesmen 
are employed who not only know 
automotive mechanics, but are fa- 
miliar with service. In a number of 
instances men have been taken from 
shops and trained 
establishments. 

It also developed that these sales- 
men are selling the independent 
shops on the idea of selling the car 


owner on reconditioning his car and | 


this plan is carried through to paint- 
ing and adding equipment needed to 
modernize the car. 

An interesting angle is that some 
jobbers are striving to educate the 
independents, particularly the small- 
er shops, 
keeping system and to watch their 
credits very closely. It is believed 
by those doing this missionary work 
that whenever a shop is conducted 
on business principles collections for 
the jobber are more easy and the 
shop becomes a better buyer. 

Nearly 50 per cent. of the jobbers 
operate a service “department for 
cylinder and piston grinding and 
for rod and piston pin service, and 
in some instances a traveling service 
truck is featured. 

In conclusion it is pointed out 
that if the average business of 
the jobbers surveyed was nearly 
$300,000 gross the year, it must in- 
dicate a market for service parts 
other than those supplied by the 
car and truck manufacturer. This 
market is created by those retailers 
unable to obtain satisfactory dis- 
counts from the car maker and is 
a market well worth the analysis 
of the general line jobber not 
handling service parts.

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How One Jobber 
Moves Obsolete Items 











Practically every jobber and 
wholesaler finds on taking inven- 
tory that there are certain items 
on the shelves which have not 
moved. And it is not always easy 
to sell the salesmen on moving 
these items; as a matter of fact, 
the obsolete items are passed up 
by the traveling men. 

There is a jebber in New York 
city who has been conducting an 
experiment on moving frozen 
lines and after a four months’ 
trial the plan is labeled success- 
ful. It is quite simple and con- 
sists of placing a large table near 
the counter in the salesroom and 
placing the items in bread tins. 

No more than twelve items are 
shown so as to avoid the appear- 
ance of a junk sale, and each tin 
has a card with the price prom- 
inently displayed. The price of 
the item is very low—in some 
cases that of cost, or below. 

It is interesting to record that 
the repairmen, garagemen, etc., 
coming into the jobber’s place for 
material note the displayed items 
and are attracted by the price. 
Some of the items are really bar- 
gains. The displays are changed 
from time to time. The sales 
prove that there is a market for 
obsolete lines if they are properly 
presented to the trade and at a 
price that appeals.

The catalogue is useful and 
necessary, but it will not build real sales with tools. 
And the sooner the salesmen realize this the faster will 
the jobbers’ stocks be moved. 

Special kits with drawers, plus special and detachable 
bodies for the salesmen’s cars, make possible easy trans- 
portation and handling of a large number of items.. And the 
attention of the retailer is more easily secured-and held by 
a drawer of samples,than pictures and the printed word. 

It is the experience of jobbers who have sold 
their men the sample idea that sales have mounted 
with no increase in selling costs. And when a larger 
number of items can be sold at the cost of a few the 
net should be greater forthe jobber.

20 per cent. per annum, may be 
deducted. Where the car is used 
“chiefly” or more than 50 per cent. 
for business and incidentally for 
pleasure, the expense may be de- 
ducted on a pro rata basis. 

Fifth, loss sustained by reason 
of damage to a passenger car 
while being used for pleasure is 
deductible under a recent deci- 
sion handed down by the United 
States Board of Tax Appeals. The 
loss, however, must be an actual 
loss to the person claiming the 
deduction. In other words, if it 
is compensated by insurance or 
otherwise it is not deductible. 

Sixth, the bureau also has ruled 
that where a motorist paid damages 
for injury to a pedestrian, such 
amount is deductible, provided at 
the time the injury occurred the car 
was being used for business. It has 
never been called upon, however, to 
determine whether a fine paid by a 
motorist might be deducted as a 
business expense, where, at the time 
the expense was incurred, the car 
was being used for business or pro- 
fessional purposes. 

The A. A. A. points out that in 
no case is the amount paid for an 
automobile allowed as a deduc-

whether it is used entirely for 
business. In the case of purchase 
by a farmer for strictly farm use, 
only the expense incident to oper- 
ation. is deductible, just as in the 
case of any other business or pro- 
fessional use, 

Contrary to general belief, the 
Federal war excise tax of 3 per cent. 
on the wholesale value of new cars 
is not deductible, the A. A. A. ex- 
plained. The regulations of the 
bureau provide that taxes imposed 
upon sales of automobiles by the 
manufacturer are not deductible by 
the individual purchaser, even 
though such taxes are billed to him.

Car Imports During 1927 


LONDON, Feb. 8.—The total value of imports of motor 
cars, chassis, commercial trucks and parts into Britain in 
1927 was nearly $10,000,000 more than in 1926. 





chassis imported increased by 10,400 
over 1926. This was due mainly to 
heavy importations from the United 
States. 

British motor circles are some- 
what dismayed at the large in- 
crease in passenger cars and chas- 
sis imported. They also are dis- 
appointed that expectations of a 
large increase in exports of pas- 
senger cars have not been ful- 
filled. Exports in the early months 
of 1927 were very high. But over 
the whole year exports increased 
by $1,079,785 over 1926—a much 
smaller rise than anticipated. 

Foreign trade in 1927 of British 
truck manufacturers, on the other 
hand, showed a great improvement. 
Imports of trucks numbered 121, 
against 703 in 1926. Value of im- 
ports declined in 1927 to $113,470 
from $585,950 the previous year. 
Value of exports of trucks increased 
by nearly 100 per cent. over 1926— 
$5,482,505, against $2,843,295.
